Dacians were strong populations, with an 
advanced civilization, and that 2,0(10 years 
Bga the first centralized stale of the Da- 
cians — ■ "(ho bravest and most upright of 
(lie Thracians", as Herodotus portrayed 
them — - was established under Qurcblsta. 
Under the leadership of Diircblsln and (ho 
legendary Dceobalus, the Dacians' centra- 
lized slate played nn outstanding role In 
til a history af ancient civilisation. After 
long bailies fought against (he Homan 
Empire, and Ihe tailor’s victory, under 
Trajan, (here followed a long period of 
coexistence or the Daclaim and the Ro- 
mans, and tho moulding of a new people 
began — the Romanian people, which 
Inherited anil developed the most remar- 
kable features of Ihe Iwo peoples, espe- 
cially their lovo of work, or Iru Lh, of 
freedom.

During the mld-lflth century, capitalism 
began to sprout In nil three Uomanlun 
rrliicipalltlcs — Wnhu-hla, Moldavia and 
Transylvania — triggering off tho eiucr- 
geuco of the working class on the histo- 
rical scene ; the bourgeoisie was also for- 
med whose historical role was of ensu- 
ring (ho development of tho Roman In u 
productive lorces. 

Tho 1848 bourgeois-democratic revolu- 
tion evinced the existence of some power- 
ful democratic bourgeois and popular so- 
cial forces, In the I’l'lnclpallties of Wa- 
lachia, Moldavia and Transylvania strug- 
gling to do away with Ibe feudal order 
and lo build a superior social system. 

The defeat or tho 1818 bourgeois-demo- 
cratic revolution, as a consequence or the 
foreign empires' intervention, prevented 
the Implementation of (lie homeland's 
democratic development guiils, aud strun- 
gly Influenced the wholu subsequent de- 
velopment. 

Nevertheless an Important development 
of the productive furres on capitalist 
bases was known to have been reached 
during (he latter half ol (he 19th century, 
preserving at the same time a strong rvu- 
dal ownership with all lta influences. 

Tho 1859 Union of the Principalities — 
Walachia and Moldavia — under Cura, 
and tho creation of the Romanian slate, 
(hat made up the core of iho unitary na- 
tional state played an important part in 
the evolution of our people. 

Tho 1877 Independence war and the pro- 
clamation or state Independence wore 
highly slgnirleanl during (hat troublod pe- 
riod, as they ensured better conditions far 
tho development or tho productive forces, 
of tho wholo socio-economic activity. 

Duo mention must be made of the fact 
that with Iho emergence of tho working 
class, Its first organized groups — social!*! 
formations — were established, the ho- 
cluHst press and other works appeared, 
that ptaycd an Important part In Roma- 
nia s socioeconomic life. In lta whole de- 
velopment. 

Special reference should ho made or 
tho creation in 1891, of Iho Rumanian So- 
cial Democratic Workers Party, (tin first 
working-class party. 

Great battles of (ha popular masses, of 
the peasantry look place during that In- 
terval. Special emphasis should he plu- 
cwl on tho 1907 peasant uprising, that 
pointed out the peasantry's force, m basic 
Romanian social class, and on the runt 
that peasantry — who had played » 
highly significant rnlo In the homeland's 
whole development — had no economic 
and political rights, being furthei oppres- 
sed by tho landlords, by the botiruauls- 
lunuowncr classes.

At the same Liiuc, a passnge was made 
lo ooniiilclcly liquidating the landlords' 
properly, to llml Ling capitalist forms In 
agriculture and, starling in 1919, to coopc- 
ralivlzing agriculture, a drive completed, 
by and large, In 1982. 

A broad system of smull handicraft coo- 
peratives was created and developed. 
Consumer and resource utilization coope- 
ratives also developed powerfully. 

The first slags of organizing Industry, 
agriculture, (ha oilier branches on socia- 
list bases lasted roughly 18 years, from 
1948 ta 1965. 

The bourgeois-landlord system, tbo 
exploitation of man by man iverc com- 
pletely liquidated In Ihls first stage of so- 
cialist construction, and conditions warn' 
provided for a unitary development qf nil 
areas on socialist bases' - life properly

(he enterprise's tolul fluids, being given 
an annual additional profit of -1 to 6 per 
rent for their share*, depending on ihe 
results, each piiloi-nrlse scores In Us ac- 
tivity. Tho snniB principles arc lining 
applied also in (ho conporatlro system. 
Wo consider that this has entailed ihe 
improvement of the collective ownership 
system, providing adequate Incentives lo 
tho teams nf wurklng people so that they 
may contribute la the general develop- 
ment of collective property and lor (heir 
personal participation In the fund for Hie 
development or each enterprise's activity. 

Thus, uur system or ownership or the 
fixed assets, land included, covers lim 
property or the entire people, entrusted 
for use to each team of working penplc, 
which accounts Tor about fiS por rent or 
thn total, Iho cooperative property In nil 
dumulns. which blanris Tor about 37 per 
cent, and Individual properly, the shares 
In the development fund included, which 
account* fur some 8 per cent.

Those are the reasons that make us 
assess the situation as extremely serious, 
and we have to act in all firmness, with 
a full sense of responsibility, in eloso 
unity with the realistic, anti-imperialist 
forces, with aU peoples, for a new, de- 
mocratic policy of peace, disarmament 
and equal cooperation with all states 
worldwide. 

It Is more necessary than ever betore 
(bat • everything be done to ensure the 
peoples’ right to life, to existence, to 
freedom and Independence ] 

II Is necessary to come to h general 
realization of tho foot that, in tlio condi- 
tions of nuclear weapons, there is no 1 
other way, no other policy than to com- ! 
pibtely renounce force, war, to achieve a 1 
■now thinking and a uew, democratic po- 
licy that rules out force and war from 
International life. 

Starting from (ho serious present si- | 
luallon, we deem It necessary to take ! 
firm action for the conclusion of the 
agreement between the Soviet Union ami 
the United Statos of America on a SO per 
cent cut In strategic nuclear woqdohs. 
An end should be put to updating and 
Improving the existing nuclear weapons, 
as well as to producing new ones. 

AU states have to give up nuclonr tests 
and the policy of militarizing outer 
space. 

We are also In favour of a general 
agreement between the Soviet Union and 
Iho United States of America — with the 
participation of all nucloar-wcnpon sla- 
tes and of (he othor, non-nuclear slates 
Interested In scrapping nuclear arms — 
on tbo gradual oUmlnalion of ail nuclear 
arms. 

We ire In favour of a general ac- 
cord forbidding tho use of outer spare for 
military purposes and providing for its 
use only for peaceful purposes, under 
proper eontrol. 

Closely related to that, we think It Is 
very Important that a general agreement 
bo concluded on the protection of tho en- 
vironment and of space, to protect and 
conserve living conditions both on earth 
and m spaeo. 

Furthermore, negotiation* on reducing 
conventional weapons In Uurope ami (he 
world over should open as souu as pus- 
Bible. 

It la necessary (o step up the activities 
(or the elimination of ehemloal and other 
>«us destruction weapons, as part and 
parcel of the eumpictc liquidation of nu- 
clear weapons and of radical conventio- 
nal arms outs I 

We think that an Important pari In 
ihls respect Is played by the Initiation of 
ocgoUatlona between Iho Warsaw Treaty 
»nd the NATO countries, on reducing con- 
ventional arms and military spending In 
Europe, In which all the slates of tho 
continent should participate. 

We consider that tho propasals the War- 
saw Treaty countries made In tbla respect 
prove their will and resolve io work for 
substantial conventional arms and mili- 
tary spending outs. 

Al tho same time. Romania firmly 
speaks np for (be concomitant dlssolu- 
wn of both the Warsaw Treaty end 
the NATO, considering that military pacts 
°o not offer any guarantee. On Ihe 
contrary, tholr existence can only lead lo 
the worsening of tho International si- 
tuation.

Dear comrades. 

It Is well known that the gups between 
rich and poor countries have widened of 
tote. Thousands of millions of US dollars 
produced by developing countries arc 
swallowed yearly by (he developed coun- 
tries, under various forms, worsening 
poverty nnd widening the gap between 
tho poor and the rich. 

Romania considers 11 necessary lo put 
an end to tho present International eco- 
nomic and financial situation, and espe- 
cially to the policy of pauperizing Iho 
developing countries, to act for a global 
settlement of tho foreign debt problem, 
for a new world economic order, groun- 
ded on relations of full equality and 
equity among states, ensuring a inoro 
rapid progress of all slates, o( the back- 
ward ones first nnd foremost.

In our opinion, In this respect a ge- 
neral accord should bo concluded to pro- 
vide zone-differentiated minimal Inco- 
mes lo all citizens, apt to provide ade- 
quate food, clothing, housing, schooling 
and everything that Is needed for a de- 
oent Ufo. . . „ 

Tho Incomes of (he rich should be li- 
mited, ensuring In this respeot an equi- 
table and rational ratio between small 
and large Incomes — Irrespective of (he 
social system In one state or another. 

We believe that, setting out from the 
humanitarian question*, special attention 
should be paid and a special programme 
shoold bo worked out for the full use 
of the labour force, for the eradication of 
unemployment and for a proper pro- 
fessional, technical, cultural and soleml- 
fle 1 raining of the working peoplo, espo- 
. dally of the youth. 

Moreover, a special programme snoniu 
bo adopted to solve the problem of 
’ housing for the citizens of each country

Includes 
among other things the BUI of the single national plan or hocIo- 
Cconomie development far 1989 j the Bill of the plan of develop- 
ing agriculture, the food Industry, silviculture and water mana- 
gement lu W89 ! the Bill of the 19R9 State Budget; the Program- 
me of solf-manBgement and sell-sulflclcncy for ensuring (he 
Adequate supply of the population with farm produce and in- 
dustrial consumer goods lu 1989 ; the BUI of ini proving the cco- 
tianile financial mechanism by bettering the price-fixing system, 
ud the Rill of Improving the remuneration system by stimulat- 
ing export production and expert. 

After general debates and discussions by items, the Grand 
National Assembly unanimously adopted the Luw of the single 
national plan of socioeconomic development of the Socialist Re- 
public of Romania for 1989 ; the Law of the plan of developing 
Agriculture, the food industry, silviculture and water manage- 
ment of the Socialist Republic of Romania for 1988 ; lhe Law 
of tbe 1989 State Budget of tbe Socialist Republic or Romanis.
